She died in an apartment fire

School five minutes earlier. 
Two teen-agers reportedly had 
thrown a fire bomb into a class­ 
room, causing $200 damage. 
As a result of the call, two 
other engine companies came 
25 and 22 blocks to the apart­ 
ment fire. The closest company 
was only nine blocks away.

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War Policy Breeds Skepticism 


In his first public appearance, Defense Secre­ 
tary Clark M. Clifford demonstrated ne learned 
something from his predecessor.

Former Secretary McNamara didn’t know 
much about moderate speeches but he knew 
how to raise hopes.

CLIFFORD’S prediction of a deer* 
in the American effort and a step-up In the 
South Vietnamese effort should not dim the 
realization that more than 20,000 Americana 
have been killed in the war and hundreds more 
are dying each week. 
His statement that South Vietnamese troops 
will be receiving modem arms in all haste 
must not obscure the fact that the M4 has 
been withheld from many South Vietnamese 
soldiers for seven years. 
The pronouncement that a gradual withdrawal 
of American troops is envisioned "in due time” 
can hardly be mailed a victory cry. Besides, we 
•have heard that line before. 
The defense chief saw the Tet offensive as 


4 encouraging” because it proved Hanoi could 
not force South Vietnam to its knees militarily. 
Not a word was uttered about how fhe attack 
caught the U.S. and South Vietnamese com­ 
mands flat-footed in areas they thought rela­ 
tively secure. 
The speech, which was designed to quiet 
fears in America and serve as a warning to Ha­ 
noi not to get stiffnecked over peace talks, was 
unimpressive because it reflects the same okl 
administration line. 
Admittedly, Mr. Clifford did not promise the 
Impossible as Mr. McNamara did time and 
again, but aside from that, it was the same old 
•tory that began with President Johnson’s state­ 
ment about American boys not fighting an 
Asian war.

Ho Chi Minh Walks Tightrope 


In view of the tremendous amount of mili­ 
tary aid Russia and China apparently have 
been giving to North Vietnam, it is difficult to 
see how Hanoi can maintain a posture of 
Independence of action. 
Ami yet North Vietnam’s latest declaration. 
Issued Monday, would seem to indicate that 
Jt has maintained a certain freedom to do 
things as it pleases. 
The statement, which appeared in Nhan Dan, 
“the official newspaper of North Vietnam, ap­ 
peared to be a reassurance of Hanoi’! de­ 
termination to fight the war and negotiate for 
peace in its own way. 
« Probably the explanation lies in the fact 
/.that Russia and China are trying to 
pull 
/Hanoi in opposite directions. 
If they were 
-agreed, it would be easy to say to Hanoi: 
"Either you do as we tell you or you get no 
help from either of us.” 
If this were the case, Hanoi would have 


gone under long before this. 
But Ho Chi Minh is foxy enough to string 
both Russia and China along, letting each 
help him with his war effort, yet kowtowing 
to neither. For he knows neither one wants 
him, to fall completely under the influence of 
the other. 
So. as long as he doesn't go along with 
tither one, he can pretty well negotiate or 
not negotiate as he pleases, and. pick a site 
which pleases himself more than either of his 
hackers. 
Ultimately, however, Ho Chi Minh will find 
it increasingly difficult to walk the tightrope 
and wilt fall off on one side or the other. 
American officials be’ieve Moscow is back­ 
ing the Hanoi move to negotiate with the 
United States while China is opposing it. It 
is the American hope then that when Ho Chi 
Minh tumbles from the wire it will be into 
the Russian camp.

Changing Education Picture 


Much has been said about the lack of oppor­ 
tunity tor Negroes to gain degrees in higher ed­ 
ucation Much of it has been true. 
But the picture is changing. In the interest of 
striking a blow against the current popularity 
of accentuating the negative, we would Ilk* to 
plug the positive side of the situation. 


EARLIER THIS YEAR, in a Chicago speech, 
John T. Connor, president of Allied Chemical 
Corporation, said: "It is important that we per- 
suade the Negro there is an honorable, deified 
place for him in American society. And that he 
or his children most likely will reach it through 
the channels of education.” 
Mr. Connor lauded the work of the United Ne­ 
gro College Fund and pointed out the work of 
the Harvard Law School in Increasing Its Negro 
Enrollment. 
He concluded: “Getting people educated is 
Just one of the major needs in this general na­ 
tional crisis we are experiencing. But we will 
never win the battle of education unless we 
Inount a prodigious, unremitting attack od 
many sectors at once. Business must be in the 
front lines of this attack. But so must govern­ 
ment, organized labor, the universities, profes­ 
sional groups and learned societies and individ­ 
ual citizens of all complexions.” 
In the past few weeks, colleges and universi­ 
ties have been looking into the area of Negro 


WASHINGTON — Everything is up to date in 
Kansas City. It even has an undeclared candi­ 
date for a presidency. He’s the still little-known 
Roy Williams, a tough, free-fisted, one-man es- 
talishment who learned the 
business from Jimmy Hoffa. 
What distinguishes Williams 
from the front runners in a 
nearby field is his goal. He s 
rat aiming for the White 
House. His objective is the 
top executive spot in the 
m o r e solvent International 
Brotherhood of Teamsters. 
No minor empire this, now. 
It’s truly the free world’s 
most massive union. Its records reveal that its 
membership has just about passed the 2 million 
mark. 
As of this past February, it was receiving per 
capital taxes from 1.9 million members. Thus it 
noses past Otto Brenner’s West German Metal 
Workers into first place on the global front. 
Not satisfied with jurisdiction over everything 
from Brnk’s armored cars to delivery of bread. 
milk. space rockets, and warhead missiles, the 
brotherhood now is launching a drive for anoth­ 
er 500,000. 


f 
THESE are WORKERS in the nation’s food 
processing industry. For this unheralded cam­ 
paign — they do very well without publicity — 
they’ve reactivated their National Food Pro­ 
cessing Division, and are of? to the races. 
lf successful — and why should it not be? — 
this will carry the brotherhood to 2.5 million, 
with a cash flow of some $150 million a year in 
dues and probably as much as $50 million a 
week in welfare, pension and other employer 
payments. 
Even one with a wit less than Jack Benny 
can figure this is a lot of money even by to­ 
day’s count. Alseady teamsters’ funds are pay­ 
ing for skyscraper building projects in several 
cities. Already teamsters’ money is paying off 
in influence in some banking and financial cir­ 
cles. 
Who then will run this empire? 
Who will direct it as it becomes an enormous 


opportunities and have been macing revisions. 
A New York Times story describes what has 
happened as an “admission by the universities

Whether the steps were late in coming and 
how they came about is of little import at this 
point. 
What is important is the broadening role Of 
universities in an issue so vital to our nation. 
More opportunities for Negro education exist to­ 
day than at any time in history. That s progress 
of a positive nature. 


The Trouble With Small Wars

WASHINGTON - "The trouble with amin 
wars,” said my friend, Finsterman, who la 
in charge of small wars at the State Depart­ 
ment. “is that both side* think they have 
won. We think we’ve de­ 
le a t e d the North Viet­ 
namese and they are sure 
that they have defeated us. 
Under these circumstances 
it’s not only difficult to ar­ 
rive at a peace settlement, 
it’s impossible to agree on 
a site to even discuss it.” 
“But didn’t we say we’d 
go anywhere, anytime to 
discuss peace with Ha­ 
noi?” 
"Ah, yes, but we didn’t say we’d go to 
Cambodia or Warsaw.” 
"That’s true,” I admitted. “We have them 
there.” 
“You must keep in mind that we’ve of­ 
fered Hanoi the choice of IS sites and 
they’ve only offered us the choice of two.” 
“It sounds like a body count to me.” 
“THEIR TWO SITES have many draw­ 
backs. Warsaw is in a Communist country, 
and Cambodia is a neutralist nation where, 
unfortunately, we have no diplomatic rela­ 
tions. In Warsaw, we know it would Im much 
easter tor them to bug us than for us to bug 
them. You can’t have a peace conference 
without reciprocal bugging.” 
“What’s wrong with Cambodia?”

“Besides the fact we have no diplomatic 
relations there, Cambodia was the first site 
the North Vietnamese selected, so naturally 
we had to reject or it would look as lf we 
were going to the conference table from a 
position of weakness.” 
“Why did North Vietnam turn down Gene­ 
va?” 
"Because that’s the first site we suggest­ 
ed. lf they accepted our first suggestion it 
would look as if they were going to the 
conference table as the defeated party.” 
"But we must have known that before we 
suggested Geneva. Why did we suggest it?” 
"We had to suggest someplace," Finster­ 
man said. "You see. the trick of these nego­ 
tiations is for both sides to suggest places 
because they are sure the other Mde won t 
go there. The one you want to go to you nev­ 
er mention and neither do they.” 
"Paris hasn’t been mentioned,” I said. 
’‘EXACTLY. If we offered to meet Hanoi 
in Paris they would reject it out of hand. If 
they said they would meet us in Paris we 
would be hard put to accept it as it would 
look as though we were bowing to them. 
Paris makes sense to both sides at the mo­ 
ment because neither one has suggested it as 
a meeting place.” 
“You’ll have to admit,” I said, “that the 
average person is very confused about the 
fact that We can’t agree on a site to talk. 
Why couldn’t we announce that under no 
conditions would the United States meet Ha­ 


noi in Paris? When they heard that we didn’t 
want to go to Paris they might Insist on 
meeting us in Paris and no place else. 
Wouldn’t that resolve the problem?” 
“Absolutely not. For one thing, if we an­ 
nounced that we didn’t want to go to Paris 
and then we agreed to meet in Paris, it 
would be a diplomatic victory for the Com­ 
munists. Besides, if we met in Paris it would 
make De Gaulle look very good, which is 
something we would prefer to avoid if we 
possibly can.” 
“But if we never meet,” I said, “then the 
chances for peace might run out on us and 
we’ll have to continue the war. which is 
something I understand the United States 
doesn’t want to do.” 
“It isn’t a question of meeting. The real 
problem is to meet in good faith. Hanoi has 
shown bad faith by rejecting the sites we of­ 
fered for a peace meeting.” 
“AND THEY SAY we have shown bad 
faith by rejecting the sites they have sug­ 
gested. Who is right?” 
“To quote our great secretary of state, it 
depends on whose side you’re on.” 
“If you had your choice of any site in the 
world to hold your conference, where would 
you select?” 
“Ambassador Averill Harriman’s house in 
Georgetown. The communications are excel­ 
lent, the food is good and everyone knows 
that Georgetown is absolutely neutral, in 
word, thought and deed.” 


money and manpower trust, piledriving for 3 
million members? 
Last weekend national teamsters leaders, 
lounging in the Gold Coast Florida Bim, sa criti­ 
cally spent time meditating over this question 
of power. And they were not at their posh ho­ 
tels as western devotees of the Maharishi Ma- 
hesh Yogi. 
Meditation was forced upon them as they 
awaited the opening hours of their international 
Executive Board's spring session. For they had 
heard from the Teamsters’ inner sanctum that 
their current leader, Frank Edward Fitzsim­ 
mons, general vice president, would not run for 
the general presidency in 1971 even if “Jimmy” 
were still in prison. Everybody expects he will 
be. 
“Fitz" has just turned 60. He’ll be going on 64 
when the next Teamsters national convention 
opens in ’71. He will retire, say the boys. Prob­ 
ably at $l,500-a-week pension. 


THIS WILL COME from an accumulation of 
retirement benefits, unique in the Brolherhood. 
Most of the pension will come from the national 
office. The rest of the money springs from local 
offices which Fitz had held for years. So he 
wants out, because he knows he will not want. 
It is here we get to the Lochinvar from Kan­ 
sas City — Roy Williams. He was brought into 
the Kansas Teamsters by a chap called Floyd 
Hayes, a union official who died of lead poison­ 
ing inflicted by bursts of gunfire outside a bowl­ 
ing alley there in 1964. 
Hayes was a government witness in a matter 
concerning the embezzlement of teamsters 
funds. Nobody knows who cut Hayes down and 
now nobody knows just what he was going to 
say — except the Justice Department’s Organ­ 
ized Crime and Racketeering Section, which 
has not yet abandoned Its probe. 
His protege Williams, fiftyish and physically 
and politically muscled, had learned well and 
had devoted himself to Jim Hoffa for years. 
Williams roamed the land for Jimmy who 
would dial his private number whenever he 
wanted missions handled confidentially. Hoffa 
himself told some intimates that Williams 
would some day make a fine successor to the 
Teamsters presidency. 


AS HEAD OF THE Teamsters Kansas Dis­ 
trict council and the state's biggest local, as a 
member of the $506-miilipn Central States pen­ 
sion fond, and as one of the Teamsters' three 
national trustees, Roy Williams has built a pow­ 
erful machine inside the empire. 
He does well on the outside, too. He is as 
close to Missouri’s Sen. Ed Long as he is to his 
undershirt. Thus Williams has more influence 
in the brotherhood now than any other stogie 
regional chief — several of whom plan to retire 
by *71. 
Williams will remain undeclared until Hoffa 
hears from the Supreme Court an his appeal 
from a 5-year sentence for mishandling $20 mil­ 
lion worth of Central States pension funds, a 
million of which was involved to fraud. 
If, as expected, the Supreme Court rejects 
Hoffa’s plea, Williams will declare. If no one 
else contests him — and the odds are they 
won’t — we’ll know who’ll lead the empire. And 
in what direction.

Voters Eye 
Riot Control 


Hie American people will have an opportuni­ 
ty In November to vote for or against the Dem 
ocratic party and pass judgment on the way It 
has dealth with the riots and disturbances to 
America. 
As the Democratic party has been hi control 
of the White House and Congress for the last 
eight years, the issue will be whether or not it 
has fulfilled Its obligation to preserve law and 
order. “Peace at home” directly affects more 
people than “peace abroad.” 
Up till now, the usual alibi offered J that the 
states and the cities rather than the federal 
government have the major responsibility. The 
District of Columbia, however, is completely 
under the jurisdiction of the president and Con­ 
gress. 


IN RECENT RIOTS, several people were 
killed, many were Injured, and large losses in 
property damage were Inflicted upon the resi­ 
dents of the nation’s capital. Although there are 
indications of planned operations to Teat* d s 
order, prosecutions of such conspiracies ha\ 
not materialized. 
It is known that experts to makPg f re bombs 
as well as persons with criminal records, have 
been involved in the disorders. Some of the 
planning to the recent “disturbance” here 
called for diversionary maneuvers, designed to 
draw the police and federal troops awny Rom 
the capitol building, as militants plotted to take 
over the capitol building itself. 
Only when large numbers of police and feder­ 
al troops were spread throughout the area were 
the militants finally discouraged. 
Sen. Russell Long, Democrat of Louisiana 
and majority whip to the Senate, pledged in a 
television interview to “keep a clow watch” on 
the U.S. Department of Justice to see whether 
provisions in the recently passed Civil Rights 
Act concerning punishment for rioters wiU be 
enforced. He said: 
“Tile provisions (in the law) will make the 
federal government help us do something about 
people that throw fire bombs into a man's place 
of business or people who shoot at the police­ 
men and firemen when they are trying to per­ 
form their duties.” 
Most of the persons killed and injured recent­ 
ly in the nationwide riots were Negroes. There 
has been a disposition nevertheless not to take 
vigorous action in handling the riots for fear of 
antagonizing large groups of Negro voters who, 
K has been assumed, might misinterpret firm­ 
ness in dealing with disorders as merely opposi­ 
tion to displays or expressions et opinion. 
Communist organizations are believed to be in 
the background. It is to their interest to pro­ 
voke as much discord as possible inside the 
United States. 
Some of toe troublemakers have ties with 
Castro’s Cuba and are directly or indirectly 
connected with Red Chinese agents who have 
been touring different countries to this hemi­ 
sphere in an effort to stir up guerrilla warfare 
and carry on subversive acts. 
The U.S. Senate internal security subcommit­ 
tee charged in 1966 that the Communist party 
had played a key role in toe campus revolts 
throughout the country. J. Edgar Hoover, direc­ 
tor of the FBI, has described certain of the stu­ 
dent clubs as “communist-born.” 
Many members of Congress suspect that a 
Communist angle exists in the plots and 
planned disorders. The theory is that, whenever 
a schedule of “demonstrations” is announced, 
the subversives prepare to move to behind the 
scenes. Then, when the marches and rallies oc­ 
cur. disorders break out in so many places that 
the police are unable to cope with them. 


FOR A LONG TIME, it has been believed 
that Washington could be a model city because 
it has the benefit of close supervision by Con- 
E 
s and the president. Today, on the other 
I, many residents of the District of Colum­ 
bia are worried and apprehensive. The adminis­ 
tration in power has the responsibility for 
maintenance of public order here..What it does 
to the next six months to expose the conspira­ 
cies behind the killing of innocent persons, the 
setting of fires and the looting of stores will be 
watched by the whole country. 
Failure to act will be an indication to the peo­ 
ple that only an overwhelming protest at the 
polls will wake up the politicians and convince 
them that public opinion doesn’t want to see so­ 
ciological reforms tackled on a large scale until 
after the security of the individual in American 
life has been assured.

The term 
gingivitis, there­

er the co nditio n is in fact gingi­ 
vitis, Vincent’s infectio n (trench 
mo uth) o r so me o ther disease. 
This can o nly be determined 
after clinical examinatio n 
by 
yo ur dentist, and when neces­ 
sary, by micro sco pic tests. 


GENERALLY 
SPEAKING, 
when we say gingivitis we re­ 
fer to gum tissue which is red, 
so re-lo o king, swo llen and bleeds 
easily. It’s usually no t painful 
and very o ften patients are no t 
aware o f it unless it bleeds 
eno ugh to be reco gnizable. 
Gingivitis . can mo st always 
be successfully treated. 
When untreated it may get 
markedly wo rse, beco ming 
a 
true Vincent’s infectio n o r pe­ 
rio do ntal disease and be dan­ 
gero us to o ne’s health. In re* 
verse it may also be a reflec­ 
tio n o f o ne’s general health.

Word Wizard 


By HAL BOYLE 
NEW YORK (AP) - The 
scrip t for a two-hour movie only 
runs to about 140 p ages. 
Held in the hand and careless­ 
ly thumbed through, t d oesn't 
look very imp ressive. It isn’t 
ev rn p rinted in living color. 
But it can literally be worth 
thousand s of times its weight in 
gold . For in the film ind ustrv a 
scrip t is something like a blue­ 
p rint of Ft. Knox , since the out­ 
come of a multimillion-d ollar 
p rod uction may d ep end up on 
whether the word s up on 
its 
p ages have imp act. 
“You have to be honest in p ic­ 
ture making for a change.” said 
Peter Stone, “and that is con­ 
fusing to a lot of p eop le who 
have nev er tried to be honest.” 
One of the newer word wi­ 
zard s in 
the 
ind ustry . 
Peter 
scored big with his first film 
scrip t, “Charad e.” and he and 
cowriter Frank Tarloff won Os­ 
cars with a second try , “Father 
Goose.” 
Stone teamed up with Tarloff 
again to write “The Secret War 
of Harry Frigg.” and since then 
he has batted out “Sweet Chari­ 
ty ” and “Skin Game.” 
For a fellow only 38 that’s set­ 
ting a fast p ace. 
Practically bom into the in­ 
d ustry —he’s the son of the late 
Jack Stone, a top p rod ucer-writ- 
er—Peter took a master’s d e­ 
gree at Yale, then lived 10 y ears 
in France while he served his 
ap p renticeship 
grind ing 
out 
scores of television tales. He 
won an Emmy Award for his 


work on “The Defend er" series, 
and has written a coup le of 
Broad way musicals. 
Stone sp end s up to six months 


p lotting a scrip t, only six weeks j 
comp osing the d ialogue, and 
p refers to d o his actual writing 
away from Holly wood . 
“There’s an old say ing about1 
writers—no one ev er got better 
after he went to Holly wood , so 
y ou’d better be good before y ou 
go there. I think it’s true. 


“Holly wood isn’t a bad p lace, 
but the p eop le who go there are 
try ing to escap e reality . That’s 
why the whole country seems to 
be flocking there—to get away 
from cold weather, slums, and 
other realities. 
“But a writer can’t afford to 
d o that. He has to keep in touch 


with reality . If he gets away 
from reality , he’s d ead .” 
A 
man 
with 
p ositive 
and 
sometimes controversial id eas 
about his med ium. Peter be­ 
lieves 
the film business 
has 
changed rad ically . 
“You can still make salami 
p ictures that get by ,” he ad mit- 


ted . “But stars alone d on’t guar­ 
antee 
success 
any more, 
nor 
d oes subject matter alone. 
"The only thing that connects 
is when y ou strike a chord of 
recognition in the 16 to 25 -y ear- 
age group —not the bobby sox ers 
or the d rop outs but thè y oung 
p eop le who d on’t watch televi* 


ision because they are more in­ 
terested in life, who are com­ 
mitted and aware.’’ 
Peter has a higher op inion of 
Europ ean d irectors than most 
American d irectors. 
“Too many of our d irectors 
are only one^d imensional crafts­ 
men. They are too intrigued 
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with the camera alone. Very 
few want to sp end time working 
with the writer on the scrip t, be­ 
cause it cuts d own on the num­ 
ber of films they can make.”

ner. 
The Tribe’s run o ff J o e Spar- 
ma came o n a walk and thro w­ 
ing erro r by seco nd baseman 
Dick McAuliffe in the seco nd 
inning.
